In response to the Decision on Petition to Revive Unintentional Abandonment 
under 37 C.F.R. 1.137(b) dated March 31, 2008, Applicants respectfully request that the 
Examiner reconsider his decision dismissing the Petition to Revive based upon 
unintentional abandonment in view of the attached materials and the following remarks. 

It should be noted that contrary to the statement in the last full paragraph on 
page 1 of the Decision, the undersigned did in fact make the statement that the entire 
delay was unintentional in the Petition filed January 8, 2008. 



The facts to support petitioner's statement that the abandonment was 
unintentional are as follows: 



1. A Request for Continued Examination and Information Disclosure 
Statement were filed on March 23, 2001, in response to the 
outstanding final Office Action dated November 30, 2000. 

2. On or about May 22, 2001, the undersigned submitted by e-mail a 
spreadsheet listing all cases which were to be associated with 
Customer Number 004372 and in which the undersigned's address 
was to be changed. Attached as Exhibit A is page 8 of this 
spreadsheet where the subject application is listed. The 
undersigned's new address and Customer Number Record change 
was of record under Customer Number 004372 as of January 31 , 



2001 , a copy of the Notice of Customer Number Record Change is 
attached as Exhibit B. 

3. Receiving no response or further action from the Patent and 
Trademark Office in response to Item #1 above, on August 9, 2005, 
a Change of Correspondence Address was filed via facsimile. 
Attached hereto as Exhibit C is a copy of the Change of 
Correspondence Address with facsimile transmission sheet and the 
transmission acknowledgement sheet. 

4. Further on August 10, 2005, a Request for Status and Information 
Disclosure Statement were filed. Attached hereto as Exhibit D is a 
copy of the Request for Status and Information Disclosure 
Statement along with a copy of the stamped postcard receipt. 

5. Still receiving no response or action from the Patent and Trademark 
Office in response to either #1 or #4 above, a Petition to Withdraw 
the Holding of Abandonment with Exhibits was filed on October 23, 
2006. Attached as Exhibit E is copy of the Petition to Withdraw the 
Holding of Abandonment along with a copy of the stamped 
postcard receipt. 

6. Still not receiving a response or action from the Patent and 
Trademark Office in response to either #1, #4 or #5 above, on 
February 23, 2007, a Petition to Withdraw the Holding of 
Abandonment with Exhibits (Second Filing) was filed. Attached as 
Exhibit F is a copy of the Petition to Withdraw the Holding of 
Abandonment (Second Filing) with Exhibits along with a copy of the 
stamped postcard receipt. 

7. On November 13, 2007, the Petitions Office issued a Decision 
dismissing the Petition to Withdraw the Holding of Abandonment. 

8. In response to the Decision by the Petitions Office, a Petition to 
Revive Unintentional Abandonment with the appropriate 
Amendment in response to the Office Action of April 11, 2001, was 
submitted on January 8, 2008. 



Applicants hereby submit that the abandonment of the above-identified 
application resulted from the Patent and Trademark Office's failure to mail the non-final 
Office Action to the correct address! Since the failure to file a response to the non-final 
Office Action resulted from a Patent and Trademark Office error, it is respectfully 
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submitted that the revival of the subject application based upon unintentional 
abandonment is proper. 

The abandonment of the above-identified application on March 29, 2002, 
resulted from Applicant's failure to respond to an outstanding non-final Office Action. 
Applicants did not respond to the non-final Office Action because Applicants never 
received the non-final Office Action. Applicants' attorneys have made a careful search 
of the entire file jacket for the subject application and the non-final Office Action was not 
present. A review of the docket records also indicate that the non-final Office Action 
was never received. 

Attached as Exhibit G is a copy of the private PAIR page from the U.S. Patent 
and Trademark Office website for the subject application (access to which only became 
available for this application recently). It is noted that on April 26, 2001, there is a 
notation stating "Correspondence Address Change". Also on that date there are two 
separate notations of a "Letter Restarting Period for Response" and "Mail Notice of 
Restarted Response Period". It is respectfully submitted that the undersigned did not 
receive either of these papers, although it appears that a change to the correspondence 
address was received and made of record, prior to these papers being sent out. 

In addition, as indicated in Item #2, the undersigned submitted by e-mail on or 
about May 22, 2001, a spreadsheet listing applications for which the undersigned's 
address was to be changed. Upon submission of the change of address, the Patent 
and Trademark Office should have changed the mailing address for the above-identified 
application. In view of this, it is questioned why the Notice of Abandonment dated 
March 29, 2002, was mailed to the old address. 

With regard to the delay in filing the first Petition to Withdraw the Holding of 
Abandonment, in previous years it was not unusual that the Patent and Trademark 
Office would take a considerable amount of time before issuing further actions after the 
filing of a document, and there was no manner in which the records of the Patent and 
Trademark Office could be accessed to check. Thus the filing of the Request for Status 
on August 10, 2005, is not seen as a lack of interest in the application by the 
undersigned. 
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Based upon the facts set forth above, the undersigned submits that there were 
good-faith attempts made in advising the Patent and Trademark Office of the 
undersigned's new address and obtaining the status of the application, however the 
unresponsiveness on the part of the Patent and Trademark Office contributed to the 
delay in filing the Petition to Revive based upon unintentional abandonment. 

As required in the Decision, attached hereto are Declarations for Renewed 
Petition to Revive Unintentionally Abandoned Patent Application by George E. Oram, Jr. 
and Murat Ozgu, persons having knowledge of the circumstances surrounding the 
unintentional abandonment of the subject application.

Sir: 

I, the undersigned, hereby declare the following: 

1. I am a partner of the law firm of Arent Fox, LLP, having an office at 1050 
Connecticut Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C. 20036, and am submitting this 
Declaration in response to the comments in the first full paragraph on page 2 of the 
Decision on Petition to Revive Unintentional Abandonment under 37 C.F.R. 
§1.1 37(b) dated March 31, 2008. 

2. I have been a partner at Arent Fox since January 1, 2000. From before 
January 1, 1999 through December 31, 1999, I was a partner of Nikaido, 
Marmelstein, Murray & Oram. I became a partner of Arent Fox effective immediately 
upon Nikaido, Marmelstein, Murray & Oram merging into Arent Fox on January 1 , 
2000. 

3. At the time the application was filed on May 27, 1999, by virtue of a 
properly executed Declaration filed on August 19, 1999, I was authorized to file the 
application and did so. Attached as Exhibit A is a copy of the properly executed 
Declaration. 
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4. No effort was made to reply to either the April 1 1, 2001 mailed Non-Final 
Office Action or the Notice of Restarted Response Period mailed April 26, 2001 
because I never received either document. I believe the April 11, 2001 Office 
Action, and the April 26, 2001 Notice to Restarted Response Period, were mailed to 
the wrong address, that is, the address where Nikaido, Marmelstein, Murray & Oram 
was located prior to moving to the address where Arent Fox is located, despite the 
fact that the Patent Office noted a change in the correspondence address on April 
26, 2001. Attached as Exhibit B is a copy of the PTO Private PAIR Transaction 
history webpage indicating the dates the above-described documents were mailed in 
relation to the change in correspondence address. It is believed that this may be the 
correction of address for Arent Fox. Since Image File is not available for this period 
of time, I am unable to tell what is there. 

5. The delay in this application is not the result of a deliberate course of 
action (or inaction) on my part because having never received the Office Action, I 
never knew that the Office Action was mailed on April 11, 2001 for this application 
after the March 23, 2001 filing of an RCE in the Patent Office. I also never knew 
that a Notice of Restarted Response Period was mailed on April 26, 2001 after the 
Office Action because I never received such a document either. 

6. The application became abandoned under my control because I never 
received the documents mailed by the Patent Office in April of 2001. As such, no 
efforts were made by myself to reply to the documents mailed in April of 2001 by the 
Patent Office. I did not direct anyone else to reply for the same reasons. 
Consequently, I had no conversations or correspondence with anyone outside of the 
attorneys of Arent Fox regarding this patent application and the abandonment 
thereof. 

7. The first correspondence in this application subsequent to the filing of the 
RCE on March 23, 2001 is a letter from the Japanese Associate Office for this 
application dated August 1, 2005 requesting that an Information Disclosure 
Statement be filed. The only other correspondence is our reporting letter telling the 
Japanese Associate Office that the IDS had been filed on August 10, 2005. 
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Attached as Exhibit C are both letters. 

8. Since Nikaido, Marmelstein, Murray & Oram ceased to exist as a law firm 
on December 31, 1999, and the application apparently became abandoned on 
October 26, 2001 while under the responsibility of the attorneys at Arent Fox, I am 
not aware of anyone at Nikaido, Marmelstein, Murray & Oram that is qualified or 
skilled enough to make a statement regarding this patent application becoming 
abandoned. 

9. I believe the persons having first hand knoweldge of the circumstances 
surrounding the failure of the Patent Office to properly mail documents to the correct 
correspondence address, despite having such information, and the patent 
application becoming abandoned for failure to reply to Patent Office documents that 
were never received, are myself and Mr. Murat Ozgu.

2. I have been a partner at Arent Fox since January 1 , 2006. From January 
1 , 2000 through December 31 , 2005, 1 was an associate at Arent Fox. From July 17, 
1999 through December 31, 1999, I was an associate at Nikaido, Marmelstein, 
Murray & Oram. I became an associate at Arent Fox effective immediately upon 
Nikaido, Marmelstein, Murray & Oram mergining into Arent Fox on January 1, 2000. 

3. At the time the application was filed on May 27, 1999, by virtue of a 
properly executed Declaration filed on August 19, 1999, I was authorized to file a 
reply to the April 11, 2001 mailed Non-final Office Action on behalf of the applicant 
of the above-identified patent application. Attached as Exhibit A is a copy of the 
properly executed Declaration.

4. No effort was made to reply to either the April 11, 2001 mailed Non-Final 
Office Action or the Notice of Restarted Response Period mailed April 26, 2001 
because I never received either document. I believe the April 11, 2001 Office 
Action, and the April 26, 2001 Notice to Restarted Response Period, were mailed to 
the wrong address, that is, the address where Nikaido, Marmelstein, Murray & Oram 
was located prior to moving to the address where Arent Fox is located, despite the 
fact that the Patent Office noted the change in the correspondence address on April 
26, 2001. Attached as Exhibit B is a copy of the PTO Private PAIR wbpage 
indicating the dates the above-described documents were mailed in relation to the 
change in correspondence address. 

5. The delay in this application is not the result of a deliberate course of 
action (or inaction) on my part because having never received the Office Action, I 
never knew that the Office Action was mailed on April 11, 2001 for this application 
after the March 23, 2001 filing of an RCE in the Patent Office. I also never knew 
that a Notice of Restarted Response Period was mailed on April 26, 2001 after the 
Office Action because I never received such a document either. 

6. The application became abandoned under my control because I never 
received the doucments mailed by the Patent Office in April of 2001. As such, no 
efforts were made by myself to reply to the documents mailed in April of 2001 by the 
Patent Office. Consequently, I had no conversations with anyone outside of the 
attorneys of Arent Fox regarding this patent application and the abandonment 
thereof. 

7. Since Nikaido, Marmelstein, Murray & Oram ceased to exist as a law firm 
on December 31, 1999, and the application apparently became abandoned on 
October 26, 2001 while under the responsibility of the attorneys at Arent Fox, I am 
not aware of anyone at Nikaido, Marmelstein, Murray & Oram that is qualified or 
skilled enough to make a statement regarding this patent application becoming 
abandoned.
